St. Louis 
time. although it will not rise 
| here until 5:20. The mid-point of 
the eclipse will be reached at 
6:39. and the moon will start to 
emerge from the earth's shadow 
at 7:15. The eclipse will end at 8 
o'clock. 

There was no lunar eclipse visi- 
ble in this area last year, and 
there will not be another until 
next Jan. 29.

“There are no secret agree- 
ments involved between us— 
everybody should know by now 
where I stand on the European 
army question.” 


Taft indicated in the letter that | 


he would go along with efforts 
to rebuild Western Europe's de- 
fenses so long as Eisenhower and 
other military men believe satis- 
factory progress is being made. 

At the same time, Taft indi-

Acheson and other Administra- 
tion authorities are worried over 
the critical attitude they expect 
to encounter when they go to the | 
United States Capitol next month | 
to ask for new: billions to help 
the European allies rearm. 

Unity Signs Needed. 

They are reported to be con- 
vinced that unless they can show 
real achievements in_ greater 
western European unity and in 
solving the problem of getting 
German troops added to Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower's NATO 
command they will face strong 
demsnds for cutting appropria- 
tions. 

_Evidence supporting their be- 
lief that’ came yesterday from 
Chairman Richards (Dem.), South 
Carolina, of the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee after Acheson | 
had testified in a closed session. 

Richards said the kind of for- 
eign aid program enacted this 
year would*depend upon the de- 
gree of unity accomplished in 
Western Europe. 

Acheson was able to give the 
committee only the'limited assur- 
ance that he hoped everything 
possible would be done. Actually 
the basic decisions will be made | 
not at the NATO council in Lis- 
bon but by the French and West. 
German governments either be-| 
fore or after that sessian. 

Franco-Reich Troubles. | 

The difficulties facing these | 
governments, which, like the Tru- | 
man Administration have their 
own parliamentary troubles, are 
deep-rooted: 

1. France is afraid of a reSur- | 
gence of aggressive German | 
nationalism once the Germans be- 
gin to rearm. 

2. West Germany wants assur- 
ance that if its troops are to par- 
ticipate in NATO it will have a. 
voice in NATO decisions, involv- 
ing the lives of its men and the 
security of its country. 

Adenauer has made this clear 
to France and the other allies, It 
has alarmed the French, who see 
Germany emerging again, and 
rapidly, as a fir€t rate European 
power and a potentially danger- 
ous neighbor. 

The French, on their part, 
alarmed the Germans recently by 
making the French high commis- 
sioner in the industrially rich and 
politically autonomous Saar an 
ambassador. The Germans re- 
garded this as a move toward 
breaking off the region perma- 
nently from Germany. The Saar’s 
permanent status is not sup- 
posed to be settled until a Ger- 
man peace treaty is written. 

U.S. as Peacemaker. 

The United States has tried to 
calm both sides and persuade 
them that the all-important job 
now is. to get on without delay 
with the European defense drive. 
the success of which hinges on 
whether the governments at 
Paris and Bonn can overcome 
their mutual distrust and begin 
co-operating. | 

State Department officials 
noted with interest the West Ger- 
man Bundestag’s approval ves- 
terday of Adenauer's plan to re- 
cruit soldiers for western de- 
fense. But they also noted the 
conditions the Legislature _at- 
tached, and were studying them 
to see if the situation had been 
made better or worse. 

' In talks with British Foreign 
Secretary Anthony Eden and with 
Schuman at London, Acheson's 
personal skill in putting over the 
American viewpoint seems certain 
to be tested to the utmost. It is 
probable that Eden will invite 
Adenauer to join the talks if the 
eaimtd foreign ministers can get 
enough agreement on what should 
‘Se done to make that a promising 
move. 

One of their tasks will be to 
seek final agreement among 
themselves on the kind of “peace 
contract” which the three west- 
ern nations, as occupation powers, 
should make with the West Ger- 
man government. This will be a 
substitute for a peace treaty and 
is considered essential to give 
Germany virtual independence 
paralleling its participation in 
Western European defense. 

Six nations have been negotiat- 
ing for many months to work out 
* the details of a European defense 
community which would mark a 
new stage in European unity and 
provide a political umbrella for 
the projected military force. They 
are France, Italy, West Germany, 
Belgium, The Netherlands and 
Luxembourg.

Col. John Grable Jr. Believed to Have Been 
on Bomb-Laden B-29 in Which 
13 Lost Lives.

Col. John Grable. Jr., former 
St. Louisan who survived the 
“ditching” of a bomber and a 
three-day ordeal on a raft in the 
Atlantic Ocean in 1949, was killed 
Thursday in a plane crash in 
Japan, relatives here have been 
notified. | 
The plane crashed shortly after 
taking off, and all aboard were 
killed. Further details were not 
received, but it is believed Col. 
Grable was one of 13 crewmen on 
a bomb-laden B-29 which crashed 
and exploded near Nokota air 
base in a. snowstorm. 

The Japanese Kyodo news 
agency said the plane’s bombs 
went off, killing a Japanese, in- 
juring several others and de- 
stroying 10 houses in the village 
of Kaneko, 40 miles west of 
Tokyo. 

Also believed to have been on 
the bomber was First Lt. Allen 
F. Baker, bembardier. He was 
killed on the night his wife gave 
birth to their second child in a 
hospital at Auburn, N. Y. 

Col. Grable, 33 years old, was 
born in Wood River, and moved 
to St. Louis when he was in 
the second grade. Following 
graduation from Roosevelt High 
School he entered the University 
of Illinois, but left college in 1940 
to enlist in the Air Force: He 
served in the European theater in 
World War II.

Ben Moreell, beard chairman of . 
Jones & Laughlin Steel Corp. 
told a Wage Stabilization Board 
panel the “fantastically large” 
union demands could lead to 
Government operation of the 
steel industry. 

The panel is seeking to avert 
a threatened Feb, 24 strike by 
the 600,000 members of the CIO 
United Steel Workers. They de- 
mand an 182-cent hourly wage 
boost, plus other benefits, 


The panel adjourned in early 
afternoon until next Wednesday. 

Moreell, a retired Navy admiral 
and a former St, Louisan, said 
that union demands, plus in- 
creased material costs, if other 
industries joined in a_ sixth 
round of wage boosts, would cost 
his company $1.08 per hour per 
worker.

‘Middle of the Road’ 


These three principles express the com- 
mon faith of loyal Americans—the shining 
guide that, for the vast majority, points al- 
ways the straight path to America’s future. 
In the industrialized economy of the twen- 
tieth century, that path lies down the middle 
of the road between the unfettered power of 
concentrated wealth on one flank, and the 
unbridled power of statism or partisan in- 
terests on the other. Our agreement in these 
three great fundamentals provides the setting 
within which can always be composed any 
acute difference. 

Yet there are some who build out of catch- 
words and fallacies a testament of inescapable 
conflict within our economy. Should mis- 
guided or vicious persons gull us into accept- 
ance of this false dogma, the fault—criminal 
and stupid as it is—will be our owm We 
shall have been victimized by the crude 
technique of the brazen lie, often repeated. 
You, of the legal profession, are uniquely 
fitted to expose this fraud, and thereby pre- 
vent senseless cleavage and hostility among us. 

Labor day itself poses an immediate chal- 
lenge. In every state of the Union, this day 
is set aside to honor the men and women 
who in factories and shops, in transportation 
and communication, in all the technical areas 


}of our economy, have wrought the material 


marvel of our time—industrial America. By 
their labor—teamed with the knowhow of 


management and the vision of investors—| 
they have produced a wealth of goods and_| 
aids to human existence, widely distributed | 


and possessed beyond precedent in history 
or parallel anywhere. | 


degrading’ pauperism is due to America’s 
deep-seated sense of fair play translated into 
adequate law; to American industrial initia- 


| tive and courage, to the genius of the Ameri-_ 
can scientist and engineer, and to the sweat, 


| the organizing ability and the product of. 


| American labor in a competitive economy. It 
is not the result of political legerdemain or 
crackpot fantasies of reward without effort, 
harvests without planting. 


Acknowledged and glaring errors of the 
past, committed by those who prided them- 
selves as leaders of great industrial em- 
pires, have at times justified and compelled 
drastic action for the preservation of the 
laborer’s dignity—for the welfare of him- 
self and his family. 

Selfishness and cupidity—the source of 
_ those errors—will never be wholly eradicated 
'from our midst. But just as we do not, to- 
day, seek to solve international problems in 
terms of wartime passion, let us not confuse 
present industrial difficulties with the mis- 
takes and failures of past decades, long since 
wholly or partially corrected. In the infancy 
of our modern industrialized society, manage- 
ment and labor and the neutral observer were 
often equally ignorant of sound practice, of 
economic trends, of the effect of mass pro- 
duction on human standards of living. How- 
ever, guided by these great principles and 
lighted by the spirit of fair play, the build- 
ers Of our industrial economy have achieved 
success that confounds the prophets of dis- 
aster.

Marx Was Wrong. 


A little more than a century ago the Com- 
munist Manifesto of Karl Marx was pub- 
lished, preaching the falsehood of an inescap- 
able class warfare that would continue within 
such a society until by violence the workers 
erased all traces of traditional government. 
If Marx were right, this day should be, in 


For us today, those principles still dictate 
progress down the center, even though there 
the contest is hottest, the progress some- 
times discouragingly slow. The frightened, 
the defeated, the coward and the knave run 
to the flanks, straggling out of the battle 
under the cover of slogans, false formulas 
and appeals to passion—a welcome sight 
to an alert enemy. When the center weak- 
ens piecemeal, disintegration and annihila- 
tion are only steps away, in a battle of 
arms or of political philosophies. The 
clearsighted and the courageous, fortunately, 
keep fighting in the middle of the war. 
They are determined that we shall not lose 
our freedoms, elther te the unbearable 
selfishness of vested interest, or through 
the blindness of those who, protesting de- 
votion to the public welfare, falsely declare 
that only government can bring us happi- 
ness, security and opportunity. 

The middle of the road is derided by all 
of the right and the left. They deliberately 
misrepresent the central position as a neu- 
tral, wishy-washy one. Yet here is the 
truly creative area in which we may obtain 
agreement for constructive social action 
compatible with basic American principles, 
and with the just aspirations of every sin- 


- cere American. It is the area in which are 


rooted the hopes and allegiance of the vast 
majority of our people. 


Thus, the American system in line with : 


its principles can and does, by governmental 
action, prevent or correct abuses springing 
from the unregulated practice of a private 
economy. In specific cases lecal govern- 
ments have, with almost unanimous ap- 
proval, provided needed public services so 
that extraordinary power over all citizens 
of the community might not fall inte the 
hands of the few. In all cases we expect 
the Government to be forehanded in estab- 
lishing the rules that will preserve a prac- 
tical equality in opportunity among us. 

We, in turn, carefully watch the Gov- 
ernment—especially the ever-expanding 
Federal Government—to see that in per- 
forming the functions obviously falling 
within governmental responsibility, it does 
not interfere more than is necessary in 
our daily lives. We instinctively have 
greater faith in the counterbalancing effort 
of many social, philosophic and economic 
forces than we do in arbitrary law. We 
will not accord to the central Government 
unlimited authority, any more than we will 
bow our necks to the dictates of uninhibited 
seekers after personal power in finance, 
labor or any other field.

which may well weaken the unity and res- 
olution of the free world. 

These are the points which Western busi- 
ness men, economists and trade unionists 
have to bear in mind when they are in- 
vited to Moscow. It is very natural to 
leap at a chance to penetrate the Iron 
Curtain. Indeed the obvious reaction is: 
“How can we honestly accuse Russia of 
maintaining an Iron Curtain if, when it is 
raised, we refuse to go through?” 

The fact remains, however, that the 
Curtain is not really being raised. Indi- 
viduals from the West are being invited 
to Moscow to serve the interests of the 
Kremlin. Those who are not fellow-tray- F 
elers will have to ask themselves whether 
they can accept without doing injury to 
the interests of their own lands.

population, And—make no mistake about it 
—no group in our country is more firmly ded- 
icated to the retention and development of 
our system of private enterprise than is 
American labor. 

The vast majority of Americans, more- 
over, respects your historic role in the de- 
velopment of our American way of life and 
your unique position in relation to its con- 
tinued progress.- For one thing—if you set 
yourselves to do the job—you can clean 
out the ambush of catchwords, tags and 
labels in which the plain citizen, including 
the old soldier, is trapped every time he 
considers today’s problems. How can we 
appraise a proposal if the terms hurled at 
our ears can mean anything or nothing, 
and change their significance with.the in- 
flection of the voice? “Welfare state,”

Stuart Symington has become a 
national figure through his display of integrity 
and ability in an Administration in Washington 
too much characterized by mink coats and tax 
scandals, 

St. Louls came to know Mr. Symington 
through his efficient management of the Emer- 
son Electric Co. which contributed importantly 
to victory in World War II. He displayed an 
enlightened attitude in labor relations, and par- 
ticipated generously in planning the community's 
future. In his management of war surplus prop- 
erty, he had the courage to oppose, and suc- 
cessfully, the Aluminum Corp. of America for 
the benefit of smaller business enterprises. 

Mr. Symington’s executive skill was demon- 
strated on a larger scale when he became first 
Secretary of the Air Force in the combined 
Department of National Defense.

For this record Mr. Symington received just 
last month the Distinguished Service Medal 
from President Truman, The recognition was 
well deserved. 

A Symington senatorial campaign would have 
certain difficulties. Should he be the Demo- 
cratic nominee against Senator Kem, it would 
be a candidacy that would ask Missourians to 
elect a second Senator from St. Louis—in face 
of the tradition which divides the State’s two 
Senate seats between the eastern ahd western 
sections. 

Mr. Symington has not labored in the Demo- 
cratic party’s political vineyard. This latter point 
is already somewhat offset by the indication of 
some party men that they would waive it, doubt- 
less to add the strength of a good record to 
their own local ticket. 


The talk of a Symington candidacy in itself 
adds much interest to the senatorial campaign. 
Certainly the man who has compiled the record 
which belongs to Stuart Symington has ample 
reason, if he so decides, to put himself forward. 
He has reason to ask Missourians to weigh his 
performance along with that of the others who 
are being mentioned as possible opponents for 
Missouri's arch-conservative Senator.

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Challenge to Hollywood 

Ninety-one Chicago motion picture theaters 
went out of business last year, or more than in 
the previous 25 years. Naturally television gets 
the blame, if the end result of competition 
justifies blame. How, the theater owners and 
film producers ask, can their 23,000 theaters 
compete with 14,000,000 TV theaters in Ameri- 
can homes? 

The answer, at the moment, seems to be to 
produce better and better motion pictures. Un- 
doubtedly television has forced Hollywood into 
a rough period of adjustment, but there still is 
evidence that really good pictures will lead 


people to leave their comfortable firesides and. 


TV sets. 

The decline in the motion picture business 
actually began in 1947, when television was 
barely getting started commercially. And dur- 
ing the next few years, theater attendance con- 
tinued to fall off—but it declined not only in 
the television cities but nearly everywhere. 
Hence it appears that people were already get- 
ting bored with their Hollywood film fare when 
television came in, and television simply helped 
them to stay away. 

But there are ample statistics to prove that 
Hollywood is still in business. Though many 
theaters have vanished, there are more theaters 
today than in 1947. Moreover, after four years 
of dropping revenue, the nine major film and 
theater corporations reported a 4 per cent in- 
crease in gross revenue in the first nine months 
of 1951. 

A fact that stands out is that Hollywood can 
still produce films that bring people into thea- 
ters. “Quo Vadis,” a somewhat overdone epic, 
is setting a revenue record for the period it has 
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than it is today. It was strained by religious 
and political dissension. It was menaced by 
Spain and France. It had troubles with Scot- 
land, Ireland and The Netherlands. There were 
all manner of tribulations ahead: fire and 
plague, famine and depression, war and treason. 


Yet after 45 years on the throne, Elizabeth 
saw England’s enemies repulsed. She saw the 
way clear for union with Scotland under a new 
dynasty. She saw the royal banner on all the 
seas, and the outposts of empire established. 
And the English spirit had reached a height 
worthily reflected by England's greatest bard. 


The Elizabethan years were not easy years, 
nor pretty years. The queen was as devious as 
she was shrewd. Her courtiers were grasping. 
Her sea dogs were buccaneers. Men grew rich 
at the nation’s cost. But unlike her predeces- 
sors with their ties to other lands, Elizabeth 
could boast that she was “mere English.” Under 
her, England achieved that full measure of in- 
dependence against which no power has since 
prevailed. 

The second Elizabeth comes to the throne in 
a world more crowded than that of the sixteenth 
century. Recognition of the interdependence of 
free nations is more important today than the 
strident assertion of one nation’s independence. 
Yet she may always have the knowledge that 
valor can weather storms and recoup losses. And 
may she be able to say as the first Elizabeth 
said at her reign’s end: 


This I count the glory of my crown, that I 
have reigned with your loves. 
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How Do the Others Stand? 


State Senator Hartwell G. Crain, we are glad 
to say, makes very clear his position on the bill 
to give the Missouri state park system an effi- 
cient management.

That leaves nine Senators on the committee 
whose positions, so far as we know, have not 
been made public. They are Republican Sena- 
tors Frieze of Carthage and Hawkins of Brum- 
ley, and Democratic Senators Hess, Hogan and 
Hilsman of St. Louis and Winans of Kansas City, 
Reid of Belton, Noble of Kennett and Patterson 
of Caruthersville. 

We will quickly report to our readers how 
these Senators stand on this bill if they will 
declare themselves as Senator Crain has done. 

The question is whether Missouri is to lose a 
year in getting rid of the unbusinesslike system 
of 95 per cent of income for the park conces- 
sioner and 5 per cent for the state. Who will 
speak up next? 
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Report on Eight Cities 

Is public ownership the solution to the grow- 
ing transit problem in St. Louis? The question 
cannot be answered without adequate informa- 
tion on the experience of other cities. Today 
the Post-Dispatch begins a report by Richard G. 
Baumhoff on what has happened in eight cities 
with publicly-owned transit systems. 

Two things will be apparent from this series 
of articles. One is that public ownership of a 
transit system can be either good or bad. It 
can be more or less successful according to the 
way it is established and managed. 

When public ownership ‘s used merely to bail 
out a weak private utility, or when: politics 
enters the management, the chance for success 
is immeasurably reduced. The details of financ- 
ing and operation are as important in public 
ownership as in private enterprise. 


It will be equally plain that any transit sys- 
tem today, private or public, faces stiff compe- 
tition from the motorcar. Every system is losing 
riders. And this means that a successful trans- 
portation plan must offer ways to make rapid 
transit rapid despite congested streets, and to 
encourage bus and streetcar riding. 

The reports from eight cities should help St. 
Louis to clarify the question of public transit 
ownership, and no civic question seems more 
important this year.

The Motorcar Audience 


Cities such as New York, Boston and 
even Philadelphia have extensive rapid 
transit facilities. This is not true of Pitts- 
burgh, Cleveland, Detroit and St. Louis. 
Traveling at night is slow and tedious. 


Moreover, even more than the East, peo- 
ple in the Midwest all have motorcars and 
they go in comfort in their cars. 


In addition to the great old theaters 
being located in areas now abandoned 
after dark, many ,of these theaters are on 
narrow downtown streets with severe park- 
ing restrictions, limited parking facilities 
and other hazards which make going to 
the theater in an automobile costly and 
problematical. 


In St. Louis recently, management made 
a curtain speech at Kiel Auditorium dur- 
ing a symphony concert saying that the 
parking problem was now being studied, 
and that a system of busses was being 
inaugurated to bring people in from the 
suburbs. It was hoped this move would 
facilitate attendance, and restore subscrip- 
tions to a former level. 


Milton Krantz, manager of the Hanna 
theater in Clevéland, has developed a deal 
with an indoor garage for inexpensive 
parking for Hanna theatergoers. Krantz 
feels the theater should not only provide 
parking, but most carriage trade likes to 
enter a warm car after leaving the theater 
—thus the indoor parking rather than an 
outside lot.

tive shopping centers now under plan or 
construction. 

The ideal solution, as discussed with 
several theater managers along the road, 
would be to take the theater out of the 
real estate business entirely. 

There is great likelihood that the day 
of prosperous operation of the road thea- 
ter is a thing of the past. The road theater 
of tomorrow may have to become a civic 
or culturally endowed theater, built by 
public subscription, and miaintained for 
multiple uses, including concert, lecture, 
ballet and special events. 

if such theaters could be built as part 
of these new suburban shopping centers— 
such as the great new one on Shaker 
Heights in Cleveland—many factors might 
contribute to reduce the overhead and 
lighten the ultimate financial load for the 
touring attraction. 


Theater of Tomorrow 


First item is that these new centers are 
in low-tax areas. Second item is that if 
municipally or civicly subscribed, they 
might be available on cost-plus rentals 
rather than percentages of the gross, 
which would reduce the touring nut by 
as much as 25 per cent. 

Actually, the means with which these 
theaters could be moved do exist. Some of 
the road theaters occupy valuable proper- 
ty as potential office building sites. One 
estate was recently offered a handsome 
price for its theater to be converted into 
a garage and parking motel. 

One plan recently proposed calls for a 
new kind of legitimate theater entirely—a 
sort of indoor drive-in theater, a vast area 
for parking in the center of which is the 
modern, legitimate theater. Cars can be 
driven under protecting winter roofs and 
patrons walk under shed to the theater. 

Same plans call for a theater with an 
audience built out from both back and 
front of the stage—one house seating 3000 
and the other house seating 600 or 800 per- 
sons, with two asbestos curtains for block- 
ing off whichever house is not used for a 
particular attraction. 

The advantage of this two-way theater 
would be adaptability to various commu- 
nity needs, main objective of the suburban 
theater being to keep the building con- 
stantly in use, a focal point of night-time 
rural-city activity with people coming and 
going constantly.

Than It Appears Despite Soviet 
Humerical Superiority in Europe 


Russia’s Real Threat, the MIG, Is Ineffective 
for Offensive and Becoming Obsolete — 
. America’s Stretched-Out Air Buildup Pro- 
gram Is Based on Long Pull.

J tse a controversy, with sincere patriots on each side, is in 


expansion as a result of reductions in the 1953 defense budget. 
Bernard M. Baruch, one of the greatest and wisest of Americans, 
believes that we should go all-out until security is assured. Gen. 
George C. Marshall, another great and wise American, is said to 
favor the reduced air program, which is in accord with his philos- 
ophy of preparing for the long pull. 


Gen. Hoyt Vandenberg, chief of 
staff of the Air Force, looks at 
the air strength he has as com- 
pared ‘to what he needs, and 
wishes he had the 143 wings to- 
day. Gen. Joseph T. McNarney, 
the most widely experienced air 
officer in the United States and 
formerly head of the Department 
of Defense management commit- 
tee, favors and helped ‘plan the 
stretch-out. 

Such authorities and so much 
wisdom are in disagreement that 
the rest of us cannot be blamed 
for a certain amount of confusion. 

Two Important Elements. 

The two important elements of 
the problem are the effect of the 
American economy of all-out in- 
dustrial mobilization and the de- 
terioriation of our security posi- 
tion vis-a-vis the Soviet Union as 
result of delaying the planned air 
build-up for one year. 

Baruch contends that if the Ad- 
ministration would use the au- 
thorities it has, particularly in 
priorities, the planned program 
could be accomplished without in- 
flation or serious dislocation of 
the economy. The sacrifices 
necessary should be made for 
security. 

The Administration, bedeviled 
by unemployment as a result of 
switches to defense production, 
and by the pleas of small busi- 
ness deprived of materials on 
which it depends, feels that, short 
of war, the civilian economy 
should not be greatly disrupted. 

Opposing views of the dangers 
we face are also involved. Some 
high military authorities believe 
that 1953 and 1954 are the critical 
years on the Soviet schedule. 
Others feel that we now are pass- 
ing through the most dangerous 
period and that, as the strength 
of the Western nations grows, the 
danger of ar intentional war 
started by the Soviet Union 
diminishes. No one Has any real 
knowledge of Soviet intentions. 


Goal Postponed a Yé€ar. 


The extended air program 
means that the air strength 
planned to be reached by the end 
of 1954 will not be reached until 
the end of 1955. 

Even then the _  obsolescent 
B-29s will not have been com- 
pletely replaced by modern jet 
bombers. At the end of 1954, 
the original program will be 25 
per cent short of fulfillment— 
that is, we may attain the num- 
bers planned but shall be 25 per 
cent short of modern aircraft. 


Comparisons customarily made 
between Soviet and United States 
air power are invariably mislead- 
ing. Usually the Air Force alone, 
without considering Navy and 
Marine air, is the basis of com- 
parison; and usually numbers 
alone, without regard to the dil- 
ferent air problems of the United 
States and the Soviet Union, are 
compared. 

The Soviet Union is credited 
with 20,000 aircraft in active for- 
mations with another 20,000 be- 
lieved to be in reserve. 

Of the 20,000 active aircraft, 
8000 to 9000 are available for use 
in the west. Of these, 2000 to 
3000 are modern jet fighters of 
the MIG 15 type. The remainder 
are obsolete piston-engined fight- 
ers, obsolete piston-engined tac- 
tical aircraft and light bombers, 
and a small number of jet light 
bombers. The long-range air com- 
plement of imitation B-29 bomb- 
ers does not exceed 700. 

MIG is Only Real Threat. 

This is a substantial air force, 
but the only real threat it con- 


a short-range day interceptor, 
designed primarily for defense 
against American strategic bomb- 
ers. It can be used to 

short-range operations of Soviet 
tactical aircraft, but its main use 
is defensive. The MIGs protect 
Moscow, Leningrad, Kiev and 
other bombing targets in the 
Soviet Union. They will be used 


to protect airdromes in forward 


areas, lines of communication 
and troops moving to the front. 


The MIG is not an offensive |: 


threat. Its range is too short to 
protect Soviet bombers over 
western Europe. Furthermore, 
the great demands for defense for 
which MIGs are required will 
limit the numbers which can be 
used in support of Soviet tactical 
air operations. Since the Soviet 
Union has no such effective tac- 
tical support plane as the Ameri- 
can F-84 Thunderjet fighter- 
bomber, all tactical air support 
flights by the obsolete Soviet air- 
craft must be protected by the 
MIGs., 


Soviet Production Exaggerated. 

Exaggerated reports have been 
made in the American: press con- 
cerning production of Soviet 
MIG-15 fighters. Instead of pro- 
duction of 6000 a year as has been 
reported, real production is prob- 
ably around 2000. This is many 
times more than our own pro- 
duction of the comparable F-86 
Sabre jet. But the MIG is rap- 
idly becoming obsolete while we 
are starting on superior versions 
of our own fighters. 

We shall not be able to match 
the MIG-15 with Sabre jets in 
numbers in Europe, but we have 
other strings to our bow. Ameri- 
can tactical and strategical bomb- 
ing will keep the MIGs busy de- 
fensively. When the planned pro- 
duction of Sabre jets is reached, 
it seems likely that we, with our 
allies supplied by MDAP, will not 
be so over-matched as mere num- 


bers indicate. 


United States aircraft inven- 
tory totals 35,000. Of these the 
Air Force has 19,000, the Navy 
14,000, and the Army 2000. 

This inventory includes train- 

ers, helicopters, old planes in 
mothballs, etc., but the figure is 
of interest because Soviet air 
power is so often computed pure- 
ly in numbers. 
U.S. Leads in Air Frame Weight. 
In combat aircraft in organized 
military formations, the United 
States probably has no more than 
10,000 Air Force, Navy and Ma- 
rine planes, but in air frame 
weight, which is a better meas- 
ure of air power than numbers, 
the United States exceeds the So- 
viet Union. The same will be 
true of production when the 
planned program is under way. 

In all these comparisons of the 
Soviet air strength versus Ameri- 
can, we also forget our allies in 
Europe. British air strength is 
of high quality and is increas- 
ing. The mutual security pro- 
gram will add large numbers of 
modern American aircraft to the 
continental European air forces. 

We are not so badly off in air 
power as the Cassandra-column- 
ists try to make us believe, but 
neither are we able, at present, 
to match the Soviet air forces in 
Europe; nor will our buildup and 
planned production be so great 
as that of the Soviet Union. 

We are, however, providing the 
facilities, even in the stretched- 
out program, to double produc- 
tion at any time it becomes nec- 
essary.

The facts, as usual, are repel- 
lently technical, but the essentials 
of the situation are simple 
enough. The rock bottom of the 
French financial system is the 
reserve of hard currency, less 
than a billion in gold and dollars, 
which is used as backing for the 
franc. For various reasons, in- 
cluding the strains of rearma- 
ment and the balance of Euro- 
pean payments, the French treas- 
ury is scraping this rock bottom. 


The French experts themselves 
believe that, unless some way out 
is found, it will be necessary in a 
matter of four or five weeks to 
make an impossible choice: Either 
the government can dip into the 
reserve, with fatal effects on the 
already enfeebled, franc, or the 
whole French armaments pro- 
gram can be gutted. If the choice 
is between economic disaster or 
stopping rearmament, rearma- 
ment will be stopped. 


Danger to NATO Prorgam. 
This means that the whole 
NATO program, which is squarely 
based on the French defense ef- 
fort, is in serious danger. 


The American experts believe 
the danger can be dealt with 
somehow, largely by spending as 
quickly as possible the $300,000,- 
000 allotted for defense purposes 
in France this year. A junior 
State Department official, Henry 
Labouisse, has been sent to 
France to investigate the possi- 
bilities of keeping the situation 
glued together,and no doubt in 
the end the gluing operation will 
be made to work temporarily in 
one way or another. 


Yet the fact that this sort of 
imminent danger, which three or 
four years ago would have had 
this city in an uproar, is now 
treated wholly as a matter of 
course, says something rather 
important about the world situa- 
tion and the current American 
response to it, 

Hard Look at U.S. Policy. 

In fact, an increasing number 
of the highest American policy- 
makers have been having a hard 
new look at the whole range of 
the American security program 
and they are coming to the view 
that there is something radically 
wrong with it. 

Congress willing, the United 
States will be spending some- 


thing close to 70 billf®m dollars 
for straight military purposes this 
year, including appropriations to 
the armed services, the expanded 
atomic program, base construc- 
tion, and exclusively military 
overseas aid. 

In contrast, only about $2,500,- 
000,000 is being asked for eco- 
nomic-political purposes, in order 
to deal with a whole series of 
economic-political soft spots of 
which that in France is only a 
sample. and the Congress is hon- 
ing its knife to cut even this 
amount. 

There are two dangers to our 
security. One is the danger of 
Communist military aggression, 
to which the aggression in Korea 
awakened the country. The other 
1s the danger of economic-politi- 
cal collapse at some key point in 
the world. This danger still ex- 
ists, perhaps even more than in 
the days of the Marshall plan, 
but since Korea we have increas- 
ingly tended to shove it under 
the rug. 

i U.S.-British Alliance. 

It is easy to show that this is 
so. The Anglo-American alliance 
is in danger for purely economic 
reasons.

FRANCE TO ASK NATO 
BUILD NORTH AFRICA 


MILITARY INDUSTRY 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 9 (UP)— 
French Air Minister Pierre Mon- 
tel disclosed today that his coun- 
try will urge the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization to build up 
a vast military industry in North 
Africa.

The 
West could point to a number of 
western proposals which were ap- 
proved, but, since many of them 
depend on Russian co-operation 
for effectiveness, their effective- 
ness is questionable. 


Two Gains by West. 


Two things most frequently 
cited by the West as achieve- 
ments are the establishment of 
the new 12-member U. N. Dis- 
armament Commission, and the 
further development of the U.N. 
collective security program for 
use against future aggression. 


Disarmament, or rather reduc- 
tion of arms, and prohibition of 
atomic weapons and setting up of 
a trustworthy international in- 
spection service — cannot be rea- 
lized merely by instituting a new 
commission. The Russians must 
first show some willingness to 
change their habits generally . in 
foreign relations and some will- 
ingness to co-operate on solu- 
tion of specific problems. 


Resolution Watered Down. 


The further development of the 
collective security system, through 
which U. N. members would be 
expected to contribute troops and 
material to combat an aggression, 
was not thoroughly impressive. 
In order to score a large ma- 
jority on the vote, the resolu- 
tion had to be watered down by 
inserting a number of escape 
clauses for countries which are 
not sure they want to help the 
U.N. fight an aggression. How- 
ever, these concessions did not 
do much practical harm because 
the countries insisting upon the 
escape hatches were countries 
not very able to help in a fight 
anyway. 

Russian propaganda against 
the West, and especially the 
United States, was probably more 
incessant at the Paris assembly 
than at any previous one. 


Asian, Arab Independence. 


The session also saw a marked 
increase of independence of atti- 
tude by a number of Asian and 
Arab states. Such countries as 
Burma and India and Indonesia 
repeatedly told the big powers 
that they wanted no part of the 
Russian-Western fuss and fre- 
quently, when a vote for or 
against a proposal might indicate 
a choosing of sides, they ab- 
stained. 


There is also a growing de- 
mand for admission to the U.N. 
of all 14 countries waiting for 
membership but unable to get it 
because of the Russian veto or 
refusal of the Security Council 
majority to supply the necessary 
seven votes. 


The United States is the leader 
of the group which pronounces 
five Soviet satellite applicants as 
unfit for membership. They are 
Hungary, Bulgaria, Romania, Al- 
bania and Outer Mongolia. Rus- 
sia won't let the other nine in 
unless the five satellites come in 
at the same time. The United 
States was under pressure at 
times to accept the Russian “pack- 
age deal” and, if the deadlock 
continues long enough, the Amer- 
ican delegation may have to fig- 
ure out a graceful way to change 


its position.

An economist, 
he was assistant secretary of the 
Interior Ministry when Aleman 
was secretary 10 years ago, and 
is a former governor of his native 
state, Veracruz. He returned to 
the cabinet as Aleman’s Secretary 
of the Interior. 

Friendly to U. S. 

A small man with piercing 
black eyes and a penchant for 
bow ties, Ruiz Cortines is consid- 
ered friendly to the United States. 
If elected, he will be the oldest 
Mexican President since Porfirio 
Diaz, who was overthrown in 1911 
at the age of 84. Ruiz Cortines’ 
enemies are making capital of his 
age, but people who have accom- 
panied him on his campaign trips 
say his energy wears out his 
younger followers. 

Henriquez Guzman, a vetead 
general now a contractor, is one 
of the richest men in the country. 
His personal fortune is estimated 
at more than $50,000,000. ° Henri- 
quez is a husky 53. He, too, is

AVID WALKER is a sym- 
D pathetic writer. He has the 
quality of warm -under- 
standing that one looks for in a 
friend. Nor is there softness or 
sentimentality abofit. his writ- 
ing. He seems to look, know, 
and judge, but accept the weak- 
nesses of his characters. This 
is real love and a story so per- 
meated gives the reader a cre- 
ative part in the experience. 
One seems to be able to exer- 
cise the same wise withholding 
of condemnation as the author. 
David Walker is an English- 
man by birth but a Canadian 
by transplantation. In “The 
Pillar,” his third novel, he 
writes from his own experience 
of five years as a prisoner of 
war.

everything does, to heighten 
and reveal the interior lives of 3 
his six characters. Five young 
men and one older, thrown to- 
gether by chance, become a pil- 
lar of strength because they are 
able to create a passionate unity 
based on the best, the truest 
part of each, 


This is not consciously done, 
but the stress and difficulty of 
their existence forces each one 
along the struggle toward ma- 
turity. And because they each 
have a certain strength they are 
able to use it, build on it, and 
grow. 

There is Bob, whose hands 
create his life for him. Out- 
side it is his car that he works 
on and worships. In prison he 
makes life more comfortable 
for the others by building any- 


thing from an oven to an 
escape tunnel. Through his 
hands, and through helping 
another — Adrian — achieve the 
same almost magic feeling for 
construction, Bob begins to 
know his younger brother, a 
poet whom he had loved but 
not understood. 

Adrian, the intellectual of the 
group, has stood aloof from life, 
stalking its periphery like a 
young cat. But he finally 
plunges in, sees men and loves 
them. 

Mark, the professional sol- 
dier, avoids the abyss of fanati- 
cism by turning his whole 
intense nature to the under- 
standing of music. Because he 
cannot escape physically he 
learns that an esthetic experi- 
ence is valid and can provide 
its own kind of escape. 

Keith, “the smug one, the un- 
loved one, the weakest one,” 


holds the group together at the 
moment when it is almost fall- 
ing apart. Peter, the spoiled, » 
wealthy boy, looks at his own 
cowardice and grows up. 

And Busty, the old soldier, 
the drunkard, tells them funny 
stories, cheers them with his 
earthy humor, understands them 
all, surrounds them with his 
insight and love. 

Mr. Walker shows us these 
men with technical skill. He 
uses the flashback, but uses it 
unobtrusively, He builds rather 
on the incidénts in the camp. 
The tensions of escape become 
almost unbearable. The tempta- 
tions of the men are vivid and 
compelling. Hunger, impatience, 
temper, shame — but strongest 
of all love—moves them for- 
ward. It is a mature story. It 
is a revelation of the depths of 
six men, and an affirmation of 
faith in man.

HE publishers describe this 

as “a frothy and frolicsome 

satire on love and bureauc- 
racy and a wonderfully clever 
and readable fun-provoking at 
the absurditier vrevalent in 
governmental agencies today.” 

There is no doubt of it being 

frothy and frolicsome, but the 

rest of the description is open 
to considerable question. 

What has aroused Herbert's 
alarm is the tendency of an 
ultra - modern bureaucracy, 
which is what the old staid and 
once ultra-respectable English 
Civil Service is rapidly becom- 
ing, to indulge in the horrible 
practice of employing psychia- 
trists as personnel experts. If 
it is being carried to such 
lengths as Sir Alan indicates, 
then it is certainly time to em- 
ploy the supreme weapon of 
ridicule against it. 


The only question is: Does he 
employ the weapen with deft- 
ness, accuracy and effective- 
ness? His formula for satire 
is plainly-to meet fire with fire 
—or in this case to over- 
whelm the ludicrous with the 
ludicrous. And no doubt it is 
an excellent formula — if you 
can be sure that your reader 
will get the point, that what you 
are writing will really evoke 
the mirth, and that it doesn’t 
exist merely in the writer's 
mirthful imagination. Unfor- 
tunately, there seems to be no 
sure-fire way of knowing that. 
Obviously, there will be people 
who will find this opus uproar- 
jously funny. We wish we were 
among them. 

We wish we could blame it 
all on that peculiar quantity, 
the English sense of humor. 
But we can’t, because this re- 
viewer happens to be English, 
too. 

However, we don’t want to 
spoil anybody’s fun. We hope 
you split your sides laughing.

This pattern — there were 
notable and vehement exceptions 
—emerges from a nation-wide sur- 
vey by Associated Press bureaus.

Would Be More Effective — Says Com- 
parisons Are Invalid, 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 9 (UP)}— 
The Army scoffed today at Ger-

The publica- 
tion also said the American 
weapons are museum pieces com- 
pared to World War II German 


guns. 


Asked how it felt about this, | 


the Army said it has several air- 
cooled light machine guns firing 
between 400 and 550 rounds a 
minute while the MG-42 fired be- 
tween 1050 and 1350 rounds per 
minute. 

“In employing these weapons 


for the purpose designed, we con- | 


sider the higher rate of fire, be- 
yond a certain limit, is a waste 
of ammunition,” the Army said. 

It asserted the American-type 
weapon can be fired more accu- 
rately at the lower rate of fire 
and that its life is thus prolonged. 
It added that there is no basis

To this the Army replied that 
it does have several types of.

it attains more power per unit, is 
more maneuverable, and actually 
is lighter in weight.

Cubs, is quoted in the cur- 
rent issue of Taylor Spink’s 
Sporting News as saying that 
the major leagues are heading 
for disaster and he points to 
the farm system of operation 
as the greatest menace. 


“The 16 major league clubs 
are heading for disaster, with 
their wasteful methods, lavish 
throwing around of rich bo- 
nuses for untried kids, and 
their efforts to control every 
ball player in the United 
States and neighboring Carib- 
bean countries,” Gallagher told 
the Sporting News correspond- 
ent. 


Many persons are perturbed 
about the future of the major 
leagues, especially if sharp de- 
cline in batting and fielding 
skills is of any importance. 
For it is generally accepted 
without any argument that good 
ball players are becoming 
scarcer and scarcer. It isn't 
difficult to prove the ppint. 
Consider how long the wealthy 
Yankees have been looking for 
a first baseman, or how long 
the Cardinals, pioneers in the 
farm system business and with 
the largest organization in base- 
ball, have been trying to find 
a replacement for Terry Moore 
in center field, or a first base- 
man to permit Stan Musial to 
play in his best position, in the 
outfield. 

It is difficult, however. to 
believe that the farm system 
is responsible for the shortage 
of players, or that the owner- 
ship or control of those minor 
league clubs by major league 
interests would be a factor. If 
good prospects were available, 
they'd find their way to the 
minors and regardless of who 
had title to their services, 
would move to the majors. 
Good players just haven't been 
appearing in the minors, to 
move up the ladder.

With No Talent Shortage. 


ASEBALL isn’t the only 
Biieta of athletics or com- 

mercialized sport in which 
there is a shortage of outstand- 
ing talent. Promoters of pro- 
fessional boxing are finding it 
difficult to man their rings 
with good fighters.

Harmful Than the Farms. 


E agree with Jim Galla- 
gher that the outlook for 
the majors, as far as the 
caliber of play is concerned. is 
not good. Also we agree that 
the major ledgue club owners 
don’t seem to be greatly con- 
cerned about the outlook. Cer- 
tainly they don't seem greatly 
concerned about the fate of the 
minor leagues. The major 
league clubs continue to sat- 
urate the air waves with radio 
broadcasts and telecasts of 
major league games. Fans in 
minor league towns become 
major league conscious. After 
listening to a broadcast or 
seeing a telecast of a Yankee- 
Red Sox, or a Cardinal-Dodger 
game, they don't care to take 
in the home town low classifi- 
cation league contests. But be- 
cause the big league club 
makes money out of radio or 
television, it shrugs its shoul- 
ders about the plight of the 
dying minor leagues. This is 
true, even though most of the 
minors are owned largely by 
major league clubs. Would 
there be more sympathy for 
independent minor league own- 
ers? 

No, there is a serious prob- 
lem in baseball, but abolishing 
the farm system doesn’t seem 
to be the answer.

Corum Finds Reason to Pick 
Browns for Higher Finish in 
Hornsby’s Words to Stockton

Not because Bill Veeck bought 
the club. Not because he brought 
Rogers Hornsby back to manage 
it. Not because we know any- 
thing about Jim Rivera, most 
written about of the team’s re- 
cruits, or any other member of 
its rookie crop. 

But because of one paragraph 
in Roy Stockton’s story about 
Hornsby and the Browns in the 
Feb. 9 issue of the Saturday Eve- 
ning Post. 

Which paragraph reads as fol- 
lows: 

“Hornsby believes that pitchers 
nowadays try to do too fine a job. 
‘They try so hard to pitch to a 
certain spot for each hitter,’ he 
says, ‘that they miss the strike 
zone.’ How many good hitters do 
you have today? Not many who 
can get one hit in three times at 
bat. My idea is to have the pitch- 
ers get the ball over the plate, 
not just a corner of the plate. It’s 
the bases on balls that ruin a 
ball club today, not the hitters.” 

It’s Convincing. 

I not only agree with the Ra- 
jah, I am also convinced that it 
would be impossible for anybody 
to say a smarter thing about how 
baseball is played today. To jab 
a more unerring finger on the 
sore spot of an almost universal 
mistake of today’s pitchers—they 
try to be too smart. They've got 
so scientific in their methods that 
the end result is frequently the 
exact opposite of scientific. 

They walk a lot of batters and 
walk themselves into one early 
shower after another, making 
themselves look bad because of 
trying to look too good. I’ve seen 
managers get gray hairs because 
of this, wring their hands and 
moan.

But the outspoken Hornsby, 
who never has pulled his verbal 
punches over anything or for any- 
body, is the first pilot I’ve ever 
heard announce publicly that he 
was going to do something about 
it and what he was going to do. 
If Rogers can make the Browns’ 
pitchers do this one thing, it 
seems a good bet to me that he 
can improve the standing of the 
down-trodden St. Louis team in 
its league. 

This has been a fetish of mine 
for years. But during the past 
three summers, when I have 
watched mcre games on TV than 
in the parks, it drives you daffy 
as a fan to watch the pitchers 
for your side doing it. It also 
seems to me to make the games 
tedious and hurt baseball over- 
all as a game. 


Not for Byrne. 


There’ll always be pitchers who 
are sorely troubled by lack of 
contrcl, such as Raj’s own Tommy 
Byrne, That’s not what we are 
talking about. It’s the pitchers 
with at least average control who 
insist on putting themselves in 
the hole by trying to catch a 
corner of the plate by a fraction 
of an inch and to pitch exactly 
to each batter’s alleged weakness. 


I say alleged. It may be a 
real weakness, since we all know 
that almost all batters have ‘em. 
Yet it is doubtful if, on the \.nole, 
they are as vulnerable in a cer- 
tain spot, or dgainst a certain 
type of pitch, as the pitching fra- 
ternity, in its eagerness to be 
scientific, believes. 

I don’t know whether Hornsby 
can make his idea work with the 
Browns’ pitchers. But that the 
idea is as sound as it could pos- 
sibly be, I do believe.

She'll Continue Her Singing Career 
No Matter What Father's Political 


Future May Be—Reduced Because 
TV Cameras Made Her Look Fat

NEW YORK, Feb. 9. 


HETHER or not Harry Tru- 
W man goes back into the White 

House for another four 
years, the President’s. daughter 
is going to go right on being a 
working girl. 

With the ink hardly dry on a 
renewal of her National Broad- 
casting Co. contract, which ties 
up her services for radio and 
TV through June of 1953 regard- 
less of her papa’s political status, 
Margaret Truman is now getting 
ready for a two-month concert 
tour that will take her across the 
United States and on up into 
British Columbia. 

Beginning with the opening of 
the Fall season last September 
and ending this coming June, 
when her present NBC contract 
was to have expired, Miss Tru- 
man will have made a total of 
nine radio and TV appearances 
for which she will have averaged 
between $2000 and $2500 each. 

She will do approximately 12 
concerts this season, ending May 
1. for which she will receive an 
average fee of $1500 for each 
performance. All told, her talents 
will have netted her between 
$35,000 and $40,000 for the period 
beginning in September and end- 
ing this coming June. 

“I’ve had many a good laugh 
over the ridiculous and astro- 
nomical sums I’ve been reported 
making,” Miss Truman told this 
reporter over a cun of tea in her 
pleasant and attractive New York 
apartment in the East Seventies. 
“It would be nice to make $100.- 
000 a year, as I was recently re- 
ported doing, but the fact re- 
mains that I don’t.”

ISS TRUMAN’S apartment is 
Vi: modest one. Done in bur- 

gundy and deep green up- 
holstery, it overlooks Central 
Park and the west skyline of 
New York. It is anything but 
pretentious. Her baby grand 
piano takes up a good portion of 
the living room and two other 
rooms are given up for bedroom 
and office space. Her kitchen is 
the typical New York efficiency 
“pullman” affair. 

Fully appreciative of the fact 
that the American public feels it 
has a right ,to be curious about 
any member of any family that 
lives rent free at 1600 Pennsyl- 
Vania avenue in Washington, 
Margaret doesn’t mind in the 
least discussing even such things 
as her personal finances. She'd 
only like the record to be kept 
straight. 

“I have no idea where some of 
the rumors start about me,” she 
laughed good-naturedly when told 
that a Broadawy columnist print- 
ed a report that Miss Truman was 
rehearsing “secretly” for a Broad- 
way show. “I am not rehearsing 
for a Broadawy show. Anyway, 
can you imagine doing anything 
very secretly on- Broadway, at 
least for very long?” 

Much more delicate in appear- 
znce than she looks in her photo- 
graphs, tiny, five-foot-four, Mar- 
garet recently dieted away 15 
pounds and is now down to a size 
12 dress. 

“I took off the weight because 
television made me look too fat 
for my height,” she says. “Ordi- 
narily, I pay no attention to diet. 
My working schedule keeps my 
weight weil in hand. Right now 
I'm at my busiest, preparing for 
my concert tour which begins on 
the first of March. My afternoons 
are spent in work with my voice 
coach and most evenings in work 
with my accompanist.” 

Unlike her famous father, who 


is addicted to walks in the dawn, 
Margaret is no early bird. 


“I sleep as late as I possibly 
can each day,” she admits. She 
prefers to do her work in the 
afternoon and evening. 


This year Miss Truman has no 
plans for a vacation, but last year 
she took a whirlwind tour of Eu- 
rope and visited six countries in 
seven weeks. 


“T loved every minute of it, but 
I was rushing around so much all 
the time that I find that all Ihave 
are some very confused impres- 
sions,” she said. “When I think 
about it, it’s all sort of like a ka- 
leidoscope—pictures rushing in 
my mind of the trooping of the 
colors in England, of the Houses 
of Parliament in session, the din- 
ners and receptions and things in 
Paris, Rome and of Luxembourg, 
which is lke a background for 
some lovely costume play or oper- 
etta.” 
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F Margaret Truman created 
much of a stir in Europe, she 
is refreshingly unaware of it. 


In Paris, she did as most Amer- 
ican women do when they are in 
Paris. She went shopping. But 
she did not go overboard. 


“I bought only two things,” she 
Says, “a suit and a pale lavender 
embroidered satin concert dress.” 


Unlike most American women, 
she wasn’t particularly impressed 
with French styles. 

“Paris fashions are very chic,” 
She said, “but I don’t think

In the comparatively short 
time since she broke into radio 
and TV, Miss Truman has, ap- 
peared with some of the biggest 
names in show business—Jimmy 
Durante, Ezio Pinza, Tallulah 
Bankhead, Fred Allen, Jimmy 
Stewart, and others. 


“Durante is wonderful fun,” 
she says. “Working with Pinza 
is an easy and relaxed procedure 
and working with Tallulah Bank- 
head is simply wonderful because 
she is one of my favorite people.” 


On March 17, Miss Truman 
will interrupt her concert tour 
for a stopover in California to 
sing opposite Gordon McRae in 
“Sari” on the Railroad Hour ra- 
dio show, which should add one 
more bit of proof of the increased 
demands for her services as a 
singer-actress. 


Despite rumors, there doesn’t 
seem to be any imminent chance 
that Margaret will soon star in a

“It would be pleasant to appear 
in one,” she says, “but I simply 
haven’t been approached.”

“IT like to go to an occasional 
night club once in a while, but 
not two nights in a row,” she 
says. She does not smoke or take 
even a sociable drink.

As far as Mr. Stumpf knows, 
this was the first window dis- 
play of derbies in St. Louis in 
about 15 years. It was just 
about that long ago, or maybe 
a little longer, that the hat 
gasped and died in St. Louis. 
In the Middlewest, in fact. 
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THEY LIVE ON in New York, 
he says, where they're a sort of 
permanent fixture. All the smart

Heavenly Sunshine--- 


And Mist---On Coast

SAN MATEO, Calif. 


HE old road through California which connected the mis- 

T sions was known as El Camino Real or The King’s High- 

way and today this is the name given the broad four- 

lane road running northward from Los Angeles to San Fran- 

cisco. Some of the missions 

are now located a few miles 

away from this road, though 

most of them can be reached 

from it. The journey covers 

more than 450 miles and we 

had an extra day to make it, 

so we turned aside at San 

Luis Obispo to follow along 

the ocean. But before reach- 

ing this turning point; our 

route traversed a stretch of 

hill country which is entirely 

different from. any we had 

so far encountered in Cali- 

fornia. Leaving the village 

of Gaviota on the ocean, we 

wound up through steep hills 

across a tip of Los Padres 

National Forest and over the 

Gaviota Pass. These are 

grass-covered hills, emerald 

green from recent. rains, 

with great live oaks scattered across them in a park-like 

effect. Big sycamores border the deeper arroyos, while the 

south slopes were covered with chapparal. These sweep 

away for miles and are dotted with grazing cattle, a land- 
scape to make a cattleman homesick. 


Our objective for the night was Carmel, but before we'd 
gone many miles along the ocean road a big sign said. 
“Highway closed by slides at San Simeon.” The maps showed 
several points ahead, however, where side roads seemed to 
- lead eastward again to El Camino Real, so we pushed north 
to the little town of Cambria where the first pine trees we'd 
seen for many days made a dark green cover on the steep 
slopes running down to the sea. A fog was drifting in, so 
that our progress along the road was now in brilliant after- 
noon sunshine—heavenly sunshine—and now in a mist which 
obscured the highway. 
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We filled the gas tank at Cambria at a station 
where the proprietor was obviously a sportsman, for 
he was reading the January issue of “Outdoor Life.”

It Was Demanding One, Bringing

For Agnes DeMille of Ballet Fame

Angeles young Agnes DeMille made a pilgrimage through 


[J aces graduating from the University of California at Los 


Europe with her mother. 


Then and for a long, long time 


thereafter she was dizzy with ambition. She wanted to become a 
ballet dancer; and as the ship that returned her home steamed up 
the Hudson in the September sunshine she rolled an anxious eye 
at the big city that could give her what she wanted. 


Those were the boom days, the 
roaring ‘twenties, the day “of 
speak-easy money on Broadway 
and speak-easy taste, of dancers 
hired on the sheen of the stock- 
ing and the wink of their agent, 
of sexy rhinestones, the Texas 
Guinan holler, the zip, the guts, 
the hot diggety-dirt.” 

Nevertheless it was the battle- 
ground of her choice, so she took 


thought for a moment and con- 
sidered her qualifications. She 
could speak meticulous English, 
could use a library, was stiff in 
the joints, overweight and under- 
practiced, was poor in the tom- 
plexion and had never’ been 
kissed. 


Had she foreseen what lay be- 
fore her she might never have 
gone on. But she did and finally 
produced a ballet called ‘“Rodeo” 
and the dance sequences for 
“Oklahoma.” Both gave a new 
turn to dancing in the United 
states. It brought the leather 
pants and the pawky rhythms of 
the cowboy to a stage that had 
been monopolized by European 
artists and European ideas, It 
helped to start a new tradition. 


Now she has told all about it 
in a book called “Dance to the 
Piper,’ which has just been pub- 
lished by Little, Brown and Co. 
As Oscar Hammerstein said: “It’s 
the story of a fool who persisted 
in her folly and became wise.” 


She also became a writer in the 
process because her book—writ- 
ten on scraps of note-paper, and 
the backs of envelopes in day 
coaches, rest-rooms and hotel 
lobbies—moves like a high wind 
blowing through the Rockies, 
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Y ordinary standards, Miss 
B peniitte had a wonderful start 

in life. Her father is William 
DeMille, a successful playwright 
in New York and Hollywood: her 
uncle is Cecil DeMille, the movie 
director, and her grandfather was 
Henry George, the founder of the 
Single tax movement. The logical 
effect of her upbringing should 
have pointed her toward a gen- 
teel life of ease or a career in 
the theater. 


As it turned out, she saw Ade- 
line Genee, at a matinee in New 
York and was lifted into another 
world. Later, after the family had 
moved to Hollywood, she paid a 
back stage visit to Anna Pavlowa 
and the great ballerina kissed 
her. That did it. She had to 
dance. She just had to. 


The family took little notice of 
these adolescent longings. For 
one thing father William didn’t 
think much of dancers and danc- 
ing. Mother DeMille, who was al- 
ways urging people to “do some- 
thing” even while they were lying 
supine or curled up with a good 
book, was a club-woman-type with 
her mind on serious things. Even 
so, Agnes finally enrolled in a 
dancing school because sister 
Margaret, who had minor ail- 
ments, was advised to take danc- 
ing lessons for the exercise. So 
Agnes was sent along to keep her 
company. 

The training she received at 
the Theodore Kosloff studios in 
Hollywood was the foundation of 
her technique. But as she frankly 
admits, she was not really built 
for dancing. 


“The ideal dancing body,” she 
writes, “is long-limbed with a 
small compact torso ... The 
ideal ballet foot has a high taut 
instep and a wide stretch in the 
Achilles tendon. This tendon is 
the spring on which a dancer 
pushes for his jump, the hingle 
on which: he takes the shock of 
landing ... When the heel does 
not stretch easily and softly like 
a cat's, as mine did not almost to 
the point of malformation, the 
shock of running or jumping must 


be taken somewhere on the spine. 
I seemed to be all rusty wire and 
safety pins. My torso was long 
with ,unusually broad hips, my 
Jegs and arms abnormally short. 
I was besides fat.” 


What saved her was the endur- 
ance of a horse. 
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T enabled her to compete on 
J equal terms with many artists 

who were much better techni- 
cians. !t also carried her through 
heart-breaking tryouts with in- 
different managers, through solo 
recitals in New York, Santa Fe, 
Paris, Brussels andeLondon, that 
were half-successes but never 
brought in any money, and 
through gruelling road tours with 
Ado Bolm and, later, as a neo- 
phyte choreographer, with the 
Ballet Russe de Monte Carlo, 


One of her misbegotten at- 
tempts to grab the brass ring of 
fame and professional success was 
in Hoboken where she staged the 
dances for a revival of an old 
play called “The Black Crook.” 
During a performance her part- 
ner inadvertently kicked her in 
the face and broke her nose. For 
a long time thereafter she danced 
with splints in her nostrils. Even 
so she would have stuck it out if 
the audiences had given any 
signs that they had even a feeble 
interest in her dances. 


“But people crossed the Hud- 
son,”’ she writes, “to eat German 
food and drink beer spiked with 
ether. They arrived at the the- 
ater very high, not to say a little 
crazy. I danced through barrages 
of peanuts, popcorn, beer coast- 
ers, 
programs and a tumult of cat- 
calls, whistles and drunken sing- 
ing, I didn’t like it. I handed in 
my notice.” 

The trip with Bolm, one of the 
greats of the Imperial Russian 
Ballet and the Diaghilev com- 
pany, had its rewards. But they 
were chiefly educational. Bolm 
expatiated for hours about the 
golden days with Pavlowa and 
Karsavina and Agnes lapped it 
up as if it were champagne, As 
it happened folks in Pittsburgh 
and Macon, Georgia, had never 
heard of Bolm. One time, just 
after Bolm had thrilled, little 
Agnes with an account of a gala 
performance in Paris, when the 
audience had stormed over the 


chewing-gum wrappers and:

footlights and borne the dancers 
off on their shoulders, they 
played to an audience—in Ala- 
bama—of 45 people. 


Her first trial in the commer- 
cial Broadway theater was an 
even greater bust. The dance 
routines she designed for a show 
by Howard Dietz and Arthur 
Schwartz called “Flying Colors” 
were whittled down practically to 
nothing and in the end not even 
her name appeared on the pro- 
gram. 

She got a little money out of 
it, however; enough to see her 
through a second try at London, 
where she took further training 
and worked with Anthony Tudor, 
the English, choreographer, then 
completely unknown. And how 
she needed money. Contrary to 
the prevailing impression in New 
York and elsewhere, the “DeMille 
millions” were not behind her, in 
front of her or anywhere near 
her. Her parents were divorced 
not long after her graduation. 
Her mother received a liberal 
allowance, but she didn’t com- 
mand the sort of money that 
could stage a ballet or launch a 
career. 
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New York for her second start 
she had her costumes, her rep- 
ertory, her experience and about 
$15: and Mother DeMille had 
been quietly digging into capital,

“a bond here and a bond there. A 


brief whirl with the newly formed 
Ballet Theater lifted her spirits 
for a moment but the real break 
came when she wangled an offer 
to.do an American ballet for the 
Ballet Russe de Monte Carlo. 


This company had lost a num- 
ber of its brilliant young princi- 
pals and more recently its chief 
choreographer, Leonide Massine. 
It badly needed a transfusiori of 
new blood and new ideas. Agnes 
told Serge Denham, the ballet 
impresario, that she had an idea. 
She did but it was hazy. In her 
solo recitals she had done several 
American sketches, one of them

having to do with cowboy dances 
and the homely social atmosphere 
of a rodeo. Dunham was dubious 
in a Grand Ducal, ambassadorial 
sort of way but before she was 
through she had a contract, had 
clarified her idea, had talked 
over the scenario with Aaron 
Copland, who was to compose the 
music, and started to work. 


The money yielded by the con- 
tract, when spread out over the 
five months that would elapse be- 
fore the ballet would be pro- 
duced, amounted to about $25 a 
week. 

Meanwhile she was to travel 
with the company, then starting 
out for a tour of the Western 
seaboard, and start the prelim- 
inary work of getting the ballet 
girls and boys conditioned to the 
type of movements she would re- 
quire. It was like breaking bron- 
chos. The men were big boys, 
but they had been trained to float 
like wind-blown petals. She 
wanted them to act like cow- 
pokes. 


“Raise your arms,” she yelled, 
and up came the delicate wrists 
and curled fingers of the eigh- 
teenth century dandy. The “great 
muscle brutes” leaning against 
the ballet bars watched her with 
smoldering eyes and thought. no 
doubt of Paris, Covent Garden, 
Monte Carlo and the Matyinski 
Theater. But finally they got the 
hang of it. 
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HIS trip also Yave Agnes her 
T thirty-thira degree initiation 

into the combined squalor and 
grandeur of ballet life. 

-“A great deal has been written 
about the ballet’s glamor,” she 
says. “This is an elastic word. 
In a recent play “Look, Ma, I'm 
Dancin’’ and in the ballet ‘Red 
Shoes,’ the impression is made 
that they are a healthy group of 
boys and girls rather like a travel- 
ing university. Nothing could be 
farther from the truth. Hard 


‘ working they are to the point of 


slavery, and gay frequently. 
“But healthy?-Not very. Rad- 
dled with sexual insecurity, fi- 
nancial instability, ambition, jeal- 
ousy and terror, they are herded 
from one engagement to another 
locked within the frenzied con- 
fines of their group for 10 
months at a stretch: They never 
stop anywhere en route long 
enough to make outside contacts. 
Intrigue assumes renaissance pro- 
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portions. Romance is a kind of 
round robin tournament and psy- 
chosis the hallmark of every ex- 
perience. 


“Occasionally there is a nerv- 
ous breakdown and a girl is un- 
loaded at some station and left 
behind in a midwestern hospital. 
Occasionally someone has a tem- 
per tantrum and beats up a girl 
friend or his wife, forcing her to 
seek succor in adjacent bedrooms. 
Next morning they are all doing 
plies in a row in perfect decorum. 


“When the troupe reaches a 
town, the company mbbs the taxi 
ranks, eight to a car, and goes off 
in search of lodgings. The stars, 
of course, have hotel reservations 
but the corps de ballet have to 
rustle their own rooms. This 
sometime takes two or three 
hours. They sleep, always, two 
to a room and sometimes six or 
eight... 


“Once settled in, they assemble 
at the theater for replacement re- 
hearsal. The usual breakage ne- 
cessitates constant last-minute 
substitution. They snatch a malted 
milk at six and start warming up 
for the evening performance. 
They eat dinner at midnight. 
They eat in hash houses or drug- 
stores except when they are be- 
ing fed champagne and French 
cuisine by leading hostesses. 


“The next morning sees them 
either on a train or taking class 
with the best local teacher. As 
there are only six cities in the 
United States in which ballet can 
play a week's stand, this proce- 
dure is followed two or four times 
weekly—room hunting and all.” 


For this they were paid $45 a 
week in 1942. The basic minimum 
wage for a dramatic or equity 
show has risen to $75 a week 
since then. 
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ITH her $25 a week, plus a 
Wy snai travel allowance, Miss 

DeMille was little better off 
than the lowliest trooper. She saw 
things from the bottom. Even so 
the five months did pass, the 
company returned to New York, 
orchestra readings and dress re- 
hearsal were held and “Rodeo” 
opened to a sold out house. Un- 
der her contrast, Miss DeMille 
was to dance the leading role— 
that of a love-sick girl who 
dressed in pants to impress the 
foreman. 

As the company lined up be- 
hind the gold curtain. Frederick 
Franklin, the male star, spat over 
Agnes’s shoulder and bumped his 
knee against her back thus pro- 
pitiating the gods of the dancing 
theater. 

“If it is possible for a life to 
change at one given moment,” 
writes Miss DeMille, “if it pos- 
sible for all movement, growth 
and accumulated power to be- 
come apparent at one single point, 
then my hour struck at 9:40, Oct. 
16, 1942. Chewing gum, squint- 
ing under a Texas hat, I turned 
to face what I had been prepar- 
ing for the whole of my life.” 

When it was over, the audience 
stood up and cheered, the or- 
chestral fiddlers beat their instru- 
ments, flowers, then more flowers 
were rushed to the stage. The 
company took eight bows. 

“Darling” said Fredric Frank- 
lin. “This is an ovation.” 

The next day Theresa Hel- 
burn of the Theater Guild, which 
was to produce “Oklahoma.” 
wired: “We think your work is 
enchanting. Come talk to us Mon- 
day.” 

Agnes called her fiance (now 
her husband) who is mentioned

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Face to Face With Her Destin 


Elizabeth il, With a Background of Rigid Training, 
Inherits the British Crown at Critical Time in History

At the age of 7, Elizabeth— 
who never went to school but 
received speciak tutoring through- 
out — came under the wing of 
governess Marion Crawford. 
“Crawfie” proved an ideal choice, 
though she confessed later she 
occasionally found the princess 
“a real handful.” : 


Shortly after the coronation of 
their father, “Lilibet” and Mar- 
garet were tucked in for the 
night by “Crawfie” in a sleeping 
car at London’s Euston station, 
preparing to leave for the coun- 
try. 

Outside the train, a policeman 
pacing the platform suddenly 
was startled to hear a tapping 
on the train window. Approach- 
ing, he saw the blind drawn 
back and Princess’ Elizabeth 
beckoning him with her finger. 


“Please, policeman,” she said, 
“go get us a comic paper to 
read.” 

She held out a shilling, and as 
the ‘policeman hesitated, she 
added: 


“That’s an order. 
the throne.” 


The policeman went and got 
the funnies. 

That was long ago, and the 
child princess has now become 
a reigning queen—but only after 
vigorous, unrelenting and some- 
times gruelling training for the 
job ever since she became heir- 
ess-apparent. Neither such tem- 
peramental outbursts as those 
cited nor any graver lapses went 
unchallenged in the stern, tradi- 
tion-bound and protocol-ruled 
schooling of a queen-to-be, 


Elizabeth’s normal lessons were 
supplanted by special tutoring. 
One of her mentors, an Eton 
provost, who tutored her in his- 
tory, declared: 

“IT can honestly say no one 
could have had a more delightful 
pupil — thorough, painstaking, 
considerate, responsive, and in 
every way most encouraging.” 

But all Britain realizes that 
Elizabeth knows how to get her 
own way. . 
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D URING the last war, the cabi-

net had ruled her duties as 

heiress presumptive precluded 
her entering any of the armed 
services. This did not stop the 
Princess. After weeks of badger- 
ing and subtle undermining, she 
finally wheedled her father into 
having the ruling rescinded, 
whereupon she immediately joined 
the mechanical branch of Britain’s 
WAC. 

Their royal majesties, visiting 
her during her training period, 
were dumbfounded to find her 
under the hood of a truck, over- 
alls stained with grease, pretty 
nose smudged with oil. 

“Ain’t I the beauty!” Elizabeth 
called to them. She took one 
look at her horrified mother and 
went off into peals of laughter. 

The public career of the new 
queen, while not rushed, can be 
said to have begun with her 
broadcast to the children of the 
empire during the Battle of Brit- 
ain in 1940. It was only after 
the war had ended, however, that 
she. began gradually to emerge 
as a leading figure in ceremonial 
and social life. 

Now, at a youthful 25, Eliza- 
beth has come face to face with 
her destiny. She has inherited a 
crown symbolizing the British 
Commonwealth of millions of 
people around the world. She is 
the seventh reigning queen of 
English history and the first Eng- 
lish queen to rule as sovereign 
since the great and fabulous Vic- 
toria, her great-great-grand- 
mother. 

The second Elizabethan era is 
born—born in the atomic age and 
at a critical time in history. 

It is unlikely that Elizabeth IT’s 
part in history will shake the 
world as did the roles of her his- 
torically - famous predecessors, 
Elzabeth I, the sixteenth century 
queen, and Victoria. 

The powers of the monarchy 
have shrunken considerably since 
Elizabeth I created the first great 
British navy that licked the Span- 
iards in the sixteenth century and 
set Britain on its way to becom- 
ing a dominant world power and 
mistress of the seas. 

Even the empire the great Vic- 
toria ruled—“oh which the sun 
never sets”"—is today depleted 
and some of it is partly in revolt 
against the motherland. 

England itself is creaking and

They see in Elizabeth II a hope 
that the British Empire may yet 
return to the greatness of the 
days of Elizabeth I and Victoria. 

Elizabeth’ Alexandra Mary—to

“Good Queen Bess” and Victoria. 


The high strung, strong-willed, 
temperamental little girl, has be- 
come a_ serious-minded, intelli- 
gent, hard-working young woman 
with a tremendous pride in her 
family, in the British empire and 
in her determination to serve it 
well. 
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IKE Victoria—who spearhead- 
Lec the trade and colonization 

drive that put Britain on top of 
the world at the turn of the cen- 
tury—Elizabeth has shown undi- 
luted strength of character. She 
can be extremely stubborn. 

She is no Victorian in her atti- 
tude. She is a modern young 
woman who loves to dance, cheer 
on her favorite at a horserace or 
listen to a good jazz record. 

This does not mean that she 
will allow anyone to tread on her 
queenly dignity—not even her 
harum-scarum kid sister, Marga- 
ret, whom she occasionally has 
verbally slapped down in the past. 


For instance after a state din- 
ner in 1950 Margaret lighted a 
cigarette and started puffing away 
—the first time a female member 
of British royalty had even been 
known to smoke a cigarette in 
public. o 

Elizabeth scowled at her young- 
er sister and shook her head. Mar- 
garet went on smoking but it was 
obvious to all who caught the 
little by-play that Elizabeth was 
not amused. Almost certainly 
Margaret heard more about it in 
privacy later on. 


Like her great-great-grandmoth- 
er Victoria, Elizabeth can and will 
put her foot down hard when she 
is “not amused,” as in the cigar- 
ette incident. In her new role, 
she will seldom forget she is 
queen and head of the state. 


On the other hand she is not 
stuffy, and can have fun at the 
proper time. She often has led a 
rollicking conga line during pri- 
vate dances at Buckingham Pal- 
ace. Once during a party she 
joined comedian Danny Kaye in 
singing “Minnie the Moocher.” 

Elizabeth has acquired a greater 
— and ease of manner since 

er marriage to her good-looking 
sailor husband, Prince Philip. Her 


children, Bonnie Prince Charlie ~ 


and the infant Princess Anne, also 
probably have helped soften and 
humanize her. 

She is a doting mother but not 
a foolish one. Her youngsters have 
to toe the line and if ever in the 
future little Charlie or Anne 
should burst out with childish ex- 
hibitions of temperament such as 
marked Elizabeth's own tender 
years, they'll be sat on as em- 
phatically as she was. 

Elizabeth, before marriage, ap- 


peared weighed down with her 


sense of duty and responsibility. 
But through the free-and-easy 
Philip she has learned to go 
about her activities with a smile. 
Whether as prince consort—the 
role Victoria’s husband Albert 
filled with such forcefulness—or 
in even a higher position, Philip 
is certain to continue to be a 
tremendous influence on Eliza- 
beth, and her counsellor. 

It is known that Elizabeth 
places great stress on Philip’s 
role in her life—and England’s. 
Recently she indicated a desire 
that Philip should be “something 
more” than prince consort. 

If Philip is given higher honors 
than his role normally might call 
for, it will come as no surprise 
to the British puolic.

As queen, Elizabeth knows that 
she can claim to no private life 
of her own. Her queenship is no 
easy role for her to assume. She 
was not born to rule, but became 
queen through a twist of fate 
dating back to the abdication of 
her Uncle David, the former King 
Edward VIII, now Duke of Wind- 
sor. 


Elizabeth romped through her 
earliest childhood with no ex- 
pectation of one day ascending 
the throne of Britain. Her edu- 
cation as the future queen did 
not begin until her father, the 
late king George VI, was crowned 
in 1937. She was 11 years old at 
the time. 

From then on Elizabeth could 
no longer stick out her tongue at 
photographers, lick lollipops in 
public or play hopscotch with 
Margaret. 

It was a stiff, formal and often 
dull life. It was not easy for the 
formerly carefree girl to smile 
when she was fed up and to act 
normal while on show. 

How well she has learned her 
role is illustrated by an incident 
when she visited Rome. When 
served with a spaghetti dish by 
the wife of President Einaudi—a 
woman proud of her cooking— 
Elizabeth enthusiastically asked 
for the recipe. 

A diplomat who was present 
described the incident as “more 
help to British prestige than a 
visit of six battleships.”

There are many shortcuts and 
cooking possible in electric cook- 
ery. One of the best time-savers 
is the deep well cooker. 

With a five-quart container 
which fits into the deep well after 
the surface tnit has been low- 


ered, all manner of.foods may be 
prepared. If the family enjoys 
soup on cold winter days, the 
deep well is the place to cook it. 
Start the meat plus a soup bone 
well covered with water on high 
heat. Prepare your vegetables and 
add them when the water begins 
to boil. If you want a good thick 
lsoup, add one-half or three- 
‘fourths cup barley, stir the soup 
well, cover. and reduce the heat 


to low after it has cooked on/deep-frying thermometer.

BT AUNDER BLANKETS 
IN TOME WASHER 


Although we are in the midst 
of winter, spring and blanket- 
washing time are just around the 
corner. 

Blankets, whether they are 100 
per cent wool or part wool or any 
other fiber, may be washed beau- 


tifully in the electric washer. 
There is no reason why blankets 


that are washed carefully should 
not retain their fluffiness and 
softness and have the. least 
shrinkage. 

The new idea in washing 


blankets is to soak the soil out. |’ 


All shrinkage beyond the normal 
relaxation of two per cent is due 
to washing action. This action 
on wet wool causes blankets to 
felt and shrink. Thus when wash- 
ing time is lessened shrinkage is 
likewise. 


Blankets should be washed one 
at atime. Before putting it into 
the machine the blanket should 
be measured. The blanket must 
then be stretched to this measure. 
Next, dust is removed by shak- 
ing well. Then the blanket 
should be brushed vigorously 
with a wire bristled pet brush or 
with a nylon hair brush. This re- 
lieves felting and tension. 

If the binding is soiled or there 
are spots on the blanket itself, 
they should be pre-treated by 
brushing on soap or detergent 
granules. If the stain is oily it 
should be treated with spot re- 
mover, 

The water temperature should 
be lukewarm, 100 degrees, for 
soaking, washing and rinsing. The 
soap or detergent should be mild. 
If the water is hard a detergent 
should be used. If soap if used 
a water softener should be used 
because wool picks up a great 
deal of curd from soap. The 
blanket should have a 15-20 min- 
ute soak in sudsy water. By this 
unagitated soak there is less 
shrinkage and a of the soil is 
soaked out. In one minute 
wash that follows even the dirti- 
est blanket will come gut clean. 
The sudsy water is then removed 
by spinrfing off the sudsy water. 
The blanket is removed and the 
tub refilled with lukewarm water. 


| The blanket is soaked for five. 
minutes, then water is removed. 


Soaking, rinsing and spinning 
out water are repeated twice with 


| two additional minutes allowed 


'for final spinning. Fresh water 
| should be used for each blanket 


i that is to be washed.

by this method shrink only a lit- | 
tle. Used blankets that have | 
shrunken in previous washings | 
can be reconditioned by stretch- | 
ing and brushing after this wash- | 
ing procedure. 

To Dry Blankets. 


After washing, the blankets 
should be pulled and shaped to 
their original dimensions. For 
line drying an old sheet should | 
be wrapped around the line to 
prevent marks. The weight 
should be distributed evenly over 
two taut lines 15 inches apart to 
prevent sagging and give better 
air circulation and faster drying. 
If a single line must be used'the 
blanket should be hung evenly 
with ends hanging lengthwise 
over it. Clothespins should not 
be used since they leaye marks. 
The blanket should be shifted 
once or twice during drying with 
the edges pulled into shape. . Cor- 
ners should not be pulled as this 
is apt to distort the blanket. The 
blanket should be shaken occa- 
sionally to raise the nap. Brush- 


| ing while the blanket dries, using | 


a light, brisk stroke, will raise 
the nap and help restore original | 
fluffiness. 

Blankets should not be dried in| | 
direct sunlight, in strong winds | 
and when it is very cold. Drying 
blankets on the floor or other 
flat surface help keep the shape 
of the blanket and make brushing 
easier. 
To Dry in Dryer. 

If blankets are dried in a dryer 
it should be preheated with a 
buffer load of small items which 
have also been preheated. Half 
a dozen average size bathtowels 
provide a good buffer load. The 
dryer is run for about five min- 
utes, then the blanket is placed 
among the towels. The warm 
towels cushion the blanket and 
speed the drying by absorbing 
moisture, 

The blanket should be removed 
before it is, completely dry. 
Shrinkage may be high if the 
blanket is allowed to dry com- 
pletely. It should be stretched to 
shape, hung over a line or placed 
flat on a table or other flat sur- 
face, 

Brushing Important. 

There will be less shrinkage if | 
the blanket is brushed during the | 
drying period. When dry the | 
blanket should be shaken, spread | 
out on a flat surface and brushed | 
with the wire brush to raise the | 
nap. This prevents shrinkage 
and helps recondition blankets 
that have been badly felted. 
Brushing may remove a bit of the 
nap but it will stretch the blanket 
and make it soft and fluffy. 

Most blanket bindings are 
rayon and should be pressed with 
a warm rather than a hot iron.

Each piece of electrical equip- 
ment will function more efficient- 
ly if it has its own circuit. There 
should be 220-volt circuits for the 
range, hot water heater, and dry- 
er. The refrigerator, dishwasher 
and waste unit, freezer, automatic 
washer, and ironer should each 
have one 20-ampere circuit. There 
should be a minimum of two 20- 
ampere circuits for additional ap- 
pliances and provisions for 20- 
ampere circuits for appliances 
oo may be purchased in the fu- 
ure. 


For greatest convenience there 
should be enough switches. A 
three-way switch for the ceiling 
outlet with points of control at 
the dining room and back door is 
recommended. The switches are 
always placed on the open side of 
the door. There should be 
switches for valance or recessed 
lights, for ventilating fan recep- 
tacle, the ceiling outlet in the 
center of the kitchen work area 
and one outlet at each work cen- 
ter, plus a double receptacle for 
each four feet of work surface. 

Usually the range outlet is in 
the center of the range area. The 
outlet box for the sink is gener- 
ally placed twelve inches from the 
floor. One double receptacle on 
the wall at the eating area 34 
inches from the floor is suggest- 
ed; two are preferable. Recepta- 
cles requiring specific locations

If the kitchen is to have a 
planning area with ‘a desk, there 
should be a receptacle for light- 
ing and a telephone outlet. If 
space is available, provisions 
should be made for a freezer, 
laundry equipment and radio, de- 
pendent upon the space. 


Convenient distribution of re- 
ceptacles is possible through the 
use Of multiple outlet installa- 
tions such as plug-mold, or plug- 
in strips. Outlets at six, 12 and 
18 inch intervals may be placed 
all around a kitchen area at con- 
venient height. With adequate 
wiring provided, the installation 
of recommended lighting becomes 
a simple matter.

GOOD KNIVES NEEDED 
IN PREPARING OOD 


‘Knives play an important part 
in the preparation of food in any 
kitchen. Good knives, located 
where they acn be easily reached 
for the task at hand, help make 
the preparution' of food go 
smoothly. Poor knives, with dull 


edges are a poor investment. 
If a knife blade is to take and 
héld a good edge, it must be 
made of high-quality hard steel. 
Steel with a high carbon content, 
heat-treated to toughen it and 
reduce brittleness, is the choice 
of chefs and butchers whose in- 
terest is in the performance rath- 
er than the looks of the knife. 
High carbon steel, unless it is 
protected, stains and rusts easily. 
For this reason stainless steel 
was introduced. In the past, 
stainless steel, which means sim- 
ply a plating process for the steel 
blade, did not hold a cutting edge. 
New formulas and new techniques 
of heat-treating and processing 
metals are doing something about 
this. As a result, high carbon 
steel is plated with chromium 
and the only exposed surface is 
the cutting edge. 

A good kitchen knife should be 
fairly thick at the back edge for 
strength but the cutting edge 
shoyld be thin. The two methods 
for grinding the blade are flat 
and hollow ground. A flat ground 
edge tapers uniformly from the 
back to the cutting edge. A hol- 
low ground blade has cencave 
surfaces running the full length 
of both sides of the blade, so 


that the blade is thin for most 
of its width. Hollow ground 
blades are sharp but they are 
alsg more easily damaged than 
the flat ground ones. 

Every cook needs at least two 
knives to start with: a paring 
knife and an all-purpose slicer 
or carver. In paring knives the 
blades have different shapes and 
lengths, usually two to three 
inches. Here the preference of 
the user is the guide. In the 
carving and general purpose 
knife the seven to nine-inch 
blades are fairly straight on the 
back edge with the cutting edge 
curving around to the point. This 
is good for carving around the 
bone. The knife too is broader. 
Some cooks prefer the narrower 
blade since there is less tendency 
for meat to cling to the narrower 
blade. 

There are many special purpose 
knives in the markets. The cook’s 
knife or French knife is preferred 
by women who like to use a knife 
for chopping food on a board. The 
cutting edge of this knife is al- 
most straight and tapers from a 
width at the handle to a point. 

The butcher knife is a heavy 
duty knife with a broad blade and 
rather blunt point. A knife of 
this kind is used for cutting large 
pieces of raw meat, etc., or cut- 
ting heads of cabbage or squash. 

The ham or roast slicer has a 
narrow blade nine to 12 inches 
long with a narrow blade and 
rounded tip. A knife of this type 
will cut a large smooth slice of 
meat or roast that has no bone. 

The bread knife with the saw 
toothed edge is good for slicing 
fresh bread since it cuts without 
crushing the loaf. The cleaver is 
a cross between a knife and a 
hatchet and is used to crack bones 
for soup or separating pieces of 
frozen meat.

Senate Group 
Will Prepare: 
§ Housing Bills 


By ROBERT F. LOFTUS 


WASHINGTON, D.C. (UP)— 
The Senate Banking Committee 
starts preliminary work this week 
on measures to get defense hous- 
ing into high gear and bring 
more mortgage money into the 
market. 

Committee staff experts are 
digging pm a mountain of 
testimony piled up by more than 
20 top Government, banking, in- 
surance and building oo bt 
representatives at a _ three-day 
round-table conference conducted 
by the Senate group last week. 

Spokesmen said formal hear- 
ings on 1952 housing legislation 


|would not get under way for at 


least another week, possibly long- 
er. The hearings will go into a 
dozen or more recommendations, 
many of them conflicting, put for- 


‘ward at the conference. 


Building trade officials, led by 
Alan Brockbank, new president of 
the National Association of Home 
Builders, reaffirmed their convic- 
tion that 800,000 new homes can 
be erected this year, in spite of 
materials shortages, if the financ- 
ing jam is broken. 

The mortgage bankers, in turn, 
made it plain that they can find 
plenty of better investment bar- 
gains than housing in the money 
markets right now. They suggest- 
ed that an increase in the 4 and 
4% per cent Government mort- 
gage rates would start plenty of 
housing capital flowing, 

The bankers also expressed 
fear that some housing projects 
planned for military or atomic 
energy projects in remote parts 
of the country may turn into 
“ghost towns” if peace is restored 
and the Government abandons the 
installations. They asked legisla- 
tion to protect them against loss 
in such instances. 

Committee Staff Assistant Jo- 


seph. P. McMurray said, however, 


that a nation-wide survey he has 
just completed showed no evi- 
dence to justify those fears. Mc- 
Murray said the armed services 
have been very conservative in 
certifying new installations as 
permanent—which they must be 
to qualify for FHA housing aid— 
and that Government housing of- 
ficials have tended to program 
fewer homes, rather than more, 
than actually are needed in de- 
fense centers. 

Federal Reserve Board Chair- 
man William McChesney Martin 
Jr. told the committee that the 
board is against any additional 
direct Government loans or mort- 
gage purchases to stimulate the 


Garden Apartment 
Development Opens 
Nursery Building 


A pre-kindergarten nursery 
building for children from ages 
of two to four has been opened 
at the Audubon Park Apartments 
in Brentwood under direction of 
Gabriel Urnstein, who is-head of 
the Jack and Jill School at Clay- 
ton and Ballas roads. 

The Audubon Park nursery 
school accommodates about 150 
children. A full-day schedule is 
conducted with instructors in 
charge who are graduate nursery 
teachers. A registered nurse is 
on hand and a doctor is on call. 
Children are taught finger-paint- 
ing, woodwork, story reading and 
other kindergarten subjects. 

While preference is given chil- 
dren of tenants of Audubon Park, 
the welcome sign is out for chil- 
dren not living on the premises, 
Urnstein said. Enrollment may 
be made at the Audubon Park of- 
fices. It was pointed out that 
only kindergarten work is carried 
on at Audubon Park. 

The Audubon Park nursery 
building is of a modernistic de- 
sign and has movable partitions 
enabling the interior to be trans- 
formed into a large room for 
community gatherings. 

Audubon Park is a $13,000,000 
development that was completed 
last November, with the first 
tenants moving in a year ago. The 
project houses 1392 families in 
219 buildings.

VERBAL clash between Senator Robert A. Taft of 

Ohio and President John L. Lewis of the United 

Mine Workers brought a sharp note of conflict 
into the recent Senate Subcommittee hearing on a bill 
to put teeth into Federal mine safety laws. Basis of the 
dispute was Lewis’ interpretation of the Taft-Hartley act. 
Lewis, as a witness favoring the safety legislation, had 
asserted that if a union pulled its men out of a danger- 
ous mine the union would be liable for civil damages 
to the operator under the act. The next day Taft, 
a member of the committee, showed up for the 
first time since the hearing opened. He declared that “a 
mine operator wouldn't have the chance of a snowball 
in hell of suing.” Later Lewis took the stand again, and 
engaged in a prolonged argument with Taft. 

The hearing was an outcome of the West Frankfort 
mine blast last December 21 that took 119 lives. State 
laws and mine safety enforcement were mage | criticized 
as inadequate to prevent such tragedies. Federal in- 
spectors can only make recommendations, cannot en- 
force Federal safety regulations. The measure before 
the hearing would give Federal ors power to 
close mines found to be hazardous. It has been opposed 
by many operators and state officials. 


Lewis at the witness table denounces Taft and the “abominable” Taft- 
Hartley law. In a two-hour, uninterrupted oration punctuated with pon- 
derous, gestures of his right hand, Lewis also blamed mine operators for 
unsafe conditions in mines, said Illinois has only 24 mine inspectors but 
126 game wardens, whom he called “rabbit shepherds.”

® White settlers shot them for food and hides. 
The last known living quagga died in a Belgian 
zoo on Sept. 12, 1883. | 

@ The quagga was horse-shaped, about four- 
feet tall and striped only on the neck and 
shoulders. Its hind quarters were greyish- 
brown. Its belly, tail and legs were white. Some 
scientists call it hippotigris—“tiger horse.” 

@ It was only recently that I realized a quagga 
wasn't some sort of mythical beast, inhabiting 
the pages of children’s books. I ran across two 
clues that it still might exist. 


They Saw Quaggas 


InsT, a traveler told me quaggas could be 
found in the Kaokoveld (“The Place of 
Loneliness’), a remote section of South West 
Africa. The reason: white hunters had been 
kept out of the area, so that they would not 
go snooping for diamonds. 

@ Then I found a yellowed clipping from a 
Cape Town paper of 1930 reporting that a mine 
manager had seen 14 quaggas in the Namib 
Desert. 

@ These accounts fired my imagination. With 
my cameras (I never shoot game) and a spe- 
cial jeep truck, I set. out for Africa. I took 
with me a photostat of ane of the quagga pho- 


tographs a certain Mr. York made in,the Lon- 
don zoo in 1870. 

For five weeks I drove through the “place of 
loneliness,” showing the picture to natives. 
Many of them nodded eagerly in recognition. 

Once I thought I had cornered my elusive 
quarry. On a high hillside, I spotted a herd of 
brown, zebra-like animals. My heart was 
pounding with excitement as I stalked them. 
Then they galloped off into the shadows, and 
for the first time I could see the tell-tale 
stripes on their sides. They were another rare 
beast—the mountain zebra. 


i’m Still Hoping 


RETURNED to New York almost willing to con- 
cede that the quagga no longer exists. But 
two more clues came to light. 
@ A South African scientific expedition which 
followed me into the Kaokoveld reported: 
a Hottentot tribesman had accurately de- 
scribed a quagga which he had seen-recently. 
@ My research uncovered a report by a Swiss 
zoologist that quaggas might be lurking in a 
lonely area of Southern Angola, hundreds of 
miles east of the Kaokoveld. 
So—crazy, or not—I am heading back for 
Africa again this spring. And in my pocket

ALBUQUERQUE, N.M. 
E FACE A MYSTERY of outer space 
even more arresting than the un- 
solved “flying saucers.” : 

It ts the mystery of the giant 
green fireballs. 

Nine of them flashed across the skies of the 
Southwestern U.S. late last year. Each van- 
ished as though its light had been switched 
off. No trace of a single one has been found. 

People here are used to “mysteries.” They 
live next door to the super-secret atomic en- 
ergy plant at Los Alamos. At the edge of town 
is the armed forces’ Sandia Base, where the 
atom bomb is assembled. Across the state is 
the rocket laboratory of White Sands. They 
know what technical wonders our scientists 
can produce. 

@ But when they see a green ball bright as the 
moon streaking silently across their skies, they 
know no ordinary event is taking place. 

e They know, too, that this is no “flying 
saucer” hoax, based on flimsy evidence from a 
few observers. Already, more than 165 separate 
written reports are on file concerning one 
giant fireball seen on November 2. Sober scien- 
tific observers are beginning to think that the 
answer to the fireball riddle may mark a mile- 
stone in. our knowledge of outer space. 

@ What is the green fireball seen only in our 
Southwest? A brand new meteor — or some- 
thing much more frightening, possibly long- 


range guided missiles or even space vehicles? 

One place to start unraveling the mystery 
is on a dirt road snaking across the New Mexico 
desert one Sunday night last November: 

Overhead, stars glistened in the clear, light 
air. Along the rutted road trundled a rebuilt 
jeep at 25 miles per hour. Riding inside were 
three University of New Mexico students, Ted 
Chamberlain (above), a tall, lithe senior in 
geology, his friend, Gus Armstrong, owner of 
the jeep, and a third lad, Tom Debooy. 

It was nearly 9, and the youths were return- 
ing from an antelope hunt on the San Augus- 
tin plains near Magdalena. In the rear of the 
jeep lay their kill, a medium-sized buck. Sud- 
denly, all three were blinded for a half-second. 


The Jeep Ran Wild 


AR IN THE Northwest sky burned a giant 

green fireball falling fast at an angle of 

about 35 degrees. Its tail was whitish, but 
the ball itself was the ratiiant color of a green 
neon tube—or, as Chamberlain recalls, of cop- 
per burning in a laboratory burner. 
@ “Look!” yelled Armstrong. As he did so he 
lost control of the jeep, which hit a rut, 
vaulted a five-foot bank, and dumped its oc- 
cupants on the gravelly desert. Overhead, the 
fireball silently vanished. Minutes later the 
three dazed young men re-started the jeep, 
and rolled on toward Albuquerque. 


@ Something similar had almost happened 
two nights earlier. , 

@ Lester Miller and his wife, of Palo Alto, 
Calif., had been driving east on Highway 60 
near Globe, Ariz. : 

Not long after dark they, too, saw a great 
blue-green burst overhead. “It was so intense 
that I nearly drove off the highway. I was tem- 
porarily blinded,” said Mr. Miller. 

This was no ordinary meteor display. 
Watchers across a 1,000-mile span from Santa 
Fe., N.M.; to Vista, Calif., watched the green 
fireball flame in the heavens. 

Conductor J. B. Hale of a Santa Fe freight 


train was sitting at his desk aboard a caboose 


at Flagstaff, Ariz. 
“One of the brakemen outside yelled for 
me to hurry up, for a terrible looking blue- 


green flash had just lit up the sky,” he re- . 


ported. 


“| Saw a Fireball’: . .” 


AILROAD conductors are not excitable peo- 
R ple. Neither are airline pilots. Yet the 
same night Capts. Grady C. Kelly and 
Thomas R. Ballard of Slick Airways watched 
the same fireball off the left wing of their DC-3 
plane as they approached Kirtland field here. 
@ “We/both commented at the time that it 
was by far the brightest meteor we had seen 
in 10 years of flying,” Ballard said later. 
@ Elsewhere, a convalescent soldier, Bill Hen- 


, derson, at Ft. Bayard, N.M., watched the ball 


of fire from his hospital window. An observant 
12-year-old girl, Livinia Ann Rife, of Santa Fe, 
saw it and described its head as “rounded, 
bluish-green, with an orangy-red tail.” 

@ Scientists at Los Alamos saw the display 
and reported on it. So did the Civil Aeronautics 
Administration’s tower man at Truth and 
Consequences, N.M. So did Walter Haas, of Las 
Cruces, an experienced observer of meteors. 
So did Julian B. Blue Jacket, a Navajo. 

Some westerners blamed the collapse of a 
water tower at Tucumcari, N.M., (which killed 
four), on such a fireball. Investigation showed 
the flash seen at the moment of collapse came 
from short-circuited electric lines. 

But to all who have seen them, sight of the 
great green fireballs flashing through the 
heavens is an unforgettable experience. 

They, like thousands of other Americans 
here, have wondered what they are. 

No government source knows—or if any does 
know, it isn’t saying. That goes for the giant 
Atomic Energy installation at Los Alamos, and 
for the careful technicians at Sandia Base 
here. The Department of Defense is also mum, 
although various intelligence and scientific 


agencies of the government have shown in- 


terest in the fireball mystery. 

But one authority will speak. 

He is Dr. Lincoln LaPaz, a friendly, intense 
scientist of world reputation who is head of

a secret space war? 


the Mathematics and Astronomy department 
at the University of New Mexico here, and also 
Director of the University’s unique Institute 
of Meteoritics (meteor studies). He says this: 

The green fireballs of 1951 could be a 
" brand new kind of meteor. 

Certainly they differ from ordinary 
fireballs — big meteors bright enough to cast 
a shadow and which usually end in an ex- 
plosion. 

They’re different because: 

» They are more brilliant — some reported 
much bigger and brighter than the moon. 
Ordinary fireballs are rarely this impressive. 
>» They are silent, where ordinary fireballs of 
comparable size fall with aroar. « 

>» They follow a ‘straight line — where big 
meteors, penetrating our atmosphere, always 
have curved trajectories, concave toward the 
earth. 

>» Most unusual of all is their green color. The 
livid shades, as green as a traffic light or neon 


‘sign, are absolutely new. 


“Conservative observers might pass off the 
green fireballs as merely Bielid meteors, which 
fall early in November,” says Dr. LaPaz. 

“Actually, they’re like no Bielid ever seen 
before. Finding them with the Bielids is about 
like watching a 240-mm howitzer firing bright 
green starshells during a bombardment of red- 
hot B-B shot.” 

Such facts lead to one conclusion: if the 
green fireballs are meteors, they are of an ab- 
solutely new type. Their coming may mean 
that the solar-system (including our earth) 
has lately reached a new corner of the universe 
where totally unexpected events can occur.

And science may even have a hint of the 
“unexpected events.” 

For 15 years, Dr. LaPaz says, scientists have 
speculated on the possible existence of what 
they call “contraterrene” material. 

Such material-if any could ever be found 

and handled, which is impossible—would look 
just like ordinary matter. 
_ But it would be matter built backwards. 
Where the nucleus of ordinary atoms has a 
positive charge, its nucleus would have a nega- 
tive charge. And where ordinary electrons 
‘have a negative charge, contraterrene elec- 
trons would have a positive charge. 

This means just one thing: the instant con- 
traterrene matter struck ordinary matter, a 
terrific explosion would occur! 


Could this be the explanation of the swift , 


éraceless green fireballs? If it is, it would form 
one of the most dramatic scientific discoveries 
of our time. 

~ But there is another possibie eatin iia 
Dr. LaPaz thinks: 

The green fireballs could be thrown by 
man—ominously enough in the form of 
guided missiles. 

In the region of White Sande Proving 
Ground and the Sandia Weapons Base, such 
a hypothesis is tempting. But Dr. LaPaz does 
not endorse it. He does, however, offer two sug- 
gestive facts: 

e Fact 1: Any tests of long-range guided mis- 
Siles by friendly or enemy-countries would 
probably take place during a meteor shower, as 
suggested by Dr. Louis Ridenour in 1946. The 
missiles could appear to “hide” behind meteors, 
and so could not easily be detected by radar. 
Last fall’s fireball display did occur during the 
annual visit of the Bielid meteor shower. 

e Fact 2: Green fireballs have been observed 
only once before — in 1946, when they were 
reported seen over the Baltic Sea and Sweden. 
Military commentators then were quick to 
suggest that the Russians might well be test- 
ing advanced types of missiles captured from 
the Germans at their nearby rocket base of 
Peenemunde. 

Suppose the green fireballs do give away 
some gigantic new secret of guided missiles 
or space travel? Who is responsible? 

Again, because of the nearness of U.S. scien- 
tific centers, the temptation is great to say 
they’re ours. But Dr. LaPaz says this: “If the 
Russians possessed missiles capable of inter- 


continental flight, it would be natural for theny 


to make ranging tests over the Southwestern 
U. S., where we have important targets.” 


Why They Disappear 


I’ THE Russians have such rockets, it would 
also be perfectly natural for these devices 
to be made self-destroying, so that we could 
find only tiny fragments of them.” 

How can we solve the riddle? 

“We must try to do as we have done with 
countless celestial objects before,” says Dr. 
LaPaz. “We must find a piece of one and er- 
amine it in a scientific laboratory.” . 

e “We already know of several places to look. 
But to search effectively, we must have as 
many as 5,000 men, who can examine the 
‘strewn field’ yard by yard, and foot by foot. 
And even then, if the fireballs are contrater- 
rene mattér, we shall have no success. 

e “But: if we do find bits of metallic alloy 
which could burn with a green flame, we may 
well have a piece of a green fireball. 

e “And from this piece we can surely say 
whether it originated in space, or in some 
frighteningly advanced laboratory. 

“For science, and for our own safety, we 
should make such a search soon.” ee

Read Faster? 


fast you’ve got to read faster just to keep up! 


@ According to Prof. Glenn and Prof. 
Krawiec, who is chairman of.Skidmore’s 
Psychology Department, you should be 
able’ to read this passage (about 225 
words) in about 50 secOnds-—if you’re an 
average reader. 

@ You might do it: in 40 seconds. 

@ But that’s not fast enough for 1952. 
Not nearly. You should be able to finish 
this passage in 30 seconds, or even 25! 

It’s serious business and it hits you 
right in the pocketbook! 

Haye you had time, for example, to 
read about the new paints that can save 
you time and money in your house? Do 
you know all about the tough—but beau- 
tiful—new furnishing materials coming 
on the market? 

If you are a.housewife, think of the 
books and articles you’ve set aside. to 
read—and haven’t read. If you read faster, 
you'd get to them sooner. 

Suppose you’re an electronics engineer, 
or build houses, or are ready to buy a new 
car. Do you Know all you should about 
new developments? Have you read re- 
ports you would like to read-—if only you 
had time? (+)

_ How to Speed Your Reading 


OU CAN increase your reading speed 
before you finish this article. 

Profs. Glenn and Krawiec say you 
Should be able to read the next test 
(below) in 40 seconds if your time on Test 
No. 1 was 50 seconds. The wordage is 
about the same. 

Now time yourself, beginning at the 
two stars: 

(se%r) TEST NO. 2. This is your second 
reading test. And here is the clue that 
helps most people: 

Now that you’ve begun the test, don’t 
look back at the words you’ve just read! 
® Keep right on reading. Keep pushing 
your eyes ahead. Try to see the words in 
bunches—not one at a time. Don’t stop 
moving even for a split second. 

@ If you’ve missed an idea —let it go. 
Never go back. 

The trouble with most of us, says Prof. 
Glenn, is: we don’t keep moving ahead 
at a steady pace when we read. 


You might find it hard to believe, but 
tests show you sometimes look back as 
many as 10 times in a single long para- 
graph. 

You not only look back to words in the 
same line you're reading: sometimes your 


eye jumps back three or four lines. Re-_ 


sult: you waste three to ten times as 
much time as you need to read a page in 
a book. — 


Some peaqple, in fact, get stalled and 


' don’t.know it! Their eye may read the 


same paragraph several times without 
their knowing it. This happens when 
you're sleepy. 

But what about those words and ideas 
you miss? 

Forget about them, says Prof. Glenn. 
Keep going ahead. Soon you'll learn not 
to miss those ideas! (yry¥r) 

Time’s up! If you read steadily, this 
time your score should be lower. Was it?
